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Statistics Get in the Way of Solutions 


If the reaction nationally is anything 


like that in Wisconsin, the Citizens Board 
of Inquiry into Hunger and Malnutrition 
has received a severe reversal in making its 
contention that there are 10 million 
Americans suffering from chronic hunger 
and improper diet. This would be a loss, for 
the problem needs prompt and direct 
attention, free of quibbling over which 
political jurisdictions have the worst prob- 
lems. 


The committee's report originally listed 


12 Wisconsin counties as having serious 
hunger problems, one of them, Sawyer 
County, as having an emergency problem. 
Almost all of the counties have disputed 
the findings, and as a result of these 
protests, six Wisconsin counties, including 
Green Lake, Shawano and Langlade in this 
area, have been removed from the list and 
Sawyer County's status has been reclassi- 
fied from an emergency situation to a 
serious one. 


"We will do the poor a grave injustice if 


we spend the next few weeks making 
charges and countercharges and question- 
ing the figures when there is a serious 
problem that is acknowledged by every 
one," said Dr. Leslie Dunbar, co-chairman 
of the citizens board, to Rep. William 
Steiger, who disputed statistics which 
included 
Green Lake 
County on the 


Wisconsin list. 


But this is an over-simplification of the 


dispute. One of the things which must be 
established is the location of the problem. 
Another is its extent. Hopefully, if the 
Wisconsin experience is an example, the 
committee has drawn on out of date 
statistics, and the scope of the hunger and 
malnutrition problem will not approach the 
shocking 10 million total of the committee's 
report. 


The committee may have fallen into a 


common trap of academic research on the 
federal level of local problems. With little 
evidence of research in the field and 


perhaps an inability to do so, the commit- 
tee used statistics of families below a 
$3,000 yearly income, of infant death rates, 
of percentage of the population on welfare, 
and of those counties which 
do not 


participate in federal surplus foods pro- 
grams. 


As the response from Shawano County 


— one of the counties listed as having a 
serious problem — has indicated, the 
committee used out of date statistics which 
did not report the creation of a county of 
the former Menominee Indian Reservation 
and the use of a federal surplus foods 
program in Shawano County since 1962. 


But this is a mere moving of statistics 


across a county line. In fact, the committee 
may have been in error in trying to assign 
the problem on a county basis in the first 
place since this would seem to rule out 
recognition of totals from pockets of 
poverty amid communities of affluence. 


Stung by the criticism of the committee 


report and another recent report which 
said the school lunch program was not 
reaching the children who need it most, the 
Department of Agriculture has produced a 
publication to present its side of the case. 
In summary, it says that existing food 
programs are now reaching most of the 
counties listed by the citizen committee, 
that Congress has failed to appropriate 
what the department has requested, and 
that there ought to be free food stamp and 
free school lunch programs where they are 
needed. 


The danger now is that there will be 


only bureaucratic arguing over statistics 
which may be out of date or geographically 
incorrect. The citizen group, contrary to 
the advice given Rep. Steiger, should take a 
hard look at its conclusions including its 
premise that the problem can be classified 
by counties Then, it should get down to its 
stated mission of recommending better 
methods of getting the nation's food 
surplus to hungry children. 


Should Cities Register Firearms? 


Madison Mayor Otto Festge has an- 


nounced that he will ask the city council to 
enact 
a complete firearm 
registration 


ordinance. As long as neither the federal 
nor the state government has such compre- 
hensive legislation, it might be well for 
other Wisconsin cities to consider the same 
thing. 


The proposed federal law. part of the 


omnibus anti-crime bill, provides that hand 
guns shall not be sold through the mails or 
to people under 21. However, there are no 
such restrictions for rifles and shotguns 
apparently because of the opposition of the 
nation's game hunters. Quite obviously the 
registration of rifles and shotguns and 
clearer restrictions on their sale would not 
handicap the bona fide hunter. Both 
Senator Robert Kennedy 
and Senator 


Edward Kennedy opposed the bill as it is 
now written because of its failure to 
include rifles and shotguns. 


Speaker Harold Froehlich of the Wis- 


consin Assembly also has announced that 
he is asking a legislative committee to 
study the state's gun control legislation, 
and recommend improvements with an eye 
to action by the 1969 legislature. At present 
state laws merely prohibit the use of 
handguns by minors and outlaw "concealed 
weapons." 


Registration of all guns would not stop 


murders. The co-ed at the University of 
Wisconsin was strangled and stabbed.

One of the frightening things about the 


opposition to better weapons regulation is 
its own paranoid characteristic. The fear of 
some deep-seated plot to disarm Americans 
or as the first move to seizing the 
government sounds suspiciously like the 
point of view of those who take the law into 
their own hands because they think they 
understand the dangers better than duly 
elected officials. 


Perhaps the most hopeful thing that 


gun regulations might do is to reduce the 
tensions, the acceptance of the gun as a 
needed utensil in the ordinary American 
home, and emphasize the responsibilities 
that must accompany ownership of such a 
deadly weapon. 


The Strange Case of Gen. Se/ncr 


It has generally been American policy 


to provide sanctuary for those who flee to 
this country from political persecutions in 
their own lands. Emergency legislation has 
even been passed when the persecuted 
number into the thousands, as during the 
aborted Hungarian revolt against Soviet 
control.

It is more 
likely, however, that the Czechs wanted 
Sejna because they suspected he was active 
in the Russian-backed effort to try to 
prevent the election of Dubcik and the 
subsequent demotion of the old Stalinist, 
Antonin Novotny. The new Czech regime 
has not pressed the earlier request for 
extradition. 


But the 
Czech Central Committee, 


studying the Sejna affair, has announced in 
its report that Sejna managed to travel to 
the West on a Soviet passport. It explains 
that the Soviet authority was necessary 


apparently because Sejna last year visited 
secret Soviet rocket installations. Presum- 
ably he has given information on the sites 
to the American authorities since coming to 
this country. 


The Central Committee report on Sejna 


is otherwise vague and probably intention- 
ally so. The Kremlin is restive about 
reforms in 
Czechoslovakia. There are 


Russian troops on the Polish border not far 
away. Dubcik and other new Czech leaders 
have tried to assure the Russians that their 
"socialized democracy" is merely a more 
liberal form of communism and that they 
have no intention of breaking ties to the 
Soviet Union. But criticism of Czech 
reforms in the controlled Russian press are 
obvious warnings Clearly this is no time 
for the Czechs to claim that a Soviet 
sponsored Czech is not only an opportunist 
but a traitor as well. 


The United States role would appear to 


be clear also. We cannot determine a 
specific line of approval of political views. 
Apparently we have received valuable 
military information from Sejna. And if we 
sent him back we would embarrass a Czech 
regime that we would like to encourage

Although it was probably a 
politically risky thing to say, 
the Minnesota governor realis- 
tically noted that "it should be 
as natural for towns to die as 
it is for them to be born." 


All of which provides an 


opening for an explanation to 
Mr Ben Hanneman, the ar- 
dent lobbyist of the Wisconsin 
Towns Association and the 
status quo in town govern- 
ment, of another dispatch re- 
cently published in this space. 


In what I thought was a 


legitimate touch of levity, I 
pretended to chide Mr Han- 
neman for having described 
me as a "citified" fellow, and 
in the same spirit, recited 
some of my credentials as a 
countryman in spirit and ori- 
gin. 


But Mr Hanneman chose to 


read those lines literally, as a 
complaint He has written to 
apologize for what he supposed 
I took as an offense — which I 
didn't.

This is to say that this 


correspondent bears Mr Han- 
neman no ill will He under- 
stands perfectly that he is 
doing his duty as he sees it 
He is serving his clients in the 
way they want to be served in 
the legislative halls at Madi- 
son and elsewhere when he 
adamantly o p p o s e s proposi- 
tions that others, possibly 
more objective, feel are in the 
public interest in the modern- 
ization of the Wisconsin local 
government structure.

Many People Have 


No One to Talk to

One of the most difficult 


aspects of my job has nothing 
to do with writing the column, 
or researching it, or gathering 
material, or anything of that 
sort It has to do with the 
people who read it 


Hardly a day passes that I 


don't get a telephone call from 
someone — often m another 
city — who wants to corne up 


Harris 


and see me and talk with me. 
Not about issues or ideas, but 
about themselves 


They have problems (as, 


indeed, we all have) and from 
reading the column, they feel 
that I would be sympathetic, 
understanding a n d perhaps 
helpful. They are 
lost, or 


confused, 
or 
alienated, 
or 


afraid. 


I try to tell them as politely 


as possible that I cannot do 
this. I do not have the time, 
for one thing, to see them all 
— and how could I possibly 
decide over the phone which 
ones to see and which ones not 
to see? 


Also, I tell them 1 am not 


qualified to help them with 
their problems. It is all I can 
do to handle my own. I have 
not the professional compe- 
tence, nor the patience, nor 
the psychiatric skill to sepa- 
rate reality from fantasy in 


their minds or in their lives. It 
would be enormous arrogance 
of me to offer glib, shallow, 
philosophic advice to a strang- 
er. W h a t is disconcerting 
about these calls is that they 
apparently represent a much 
larger number of people who 
have no one to communicate 
with 
meaningfully 
in their 


daily lives Many of them 
cannot afford psychiatrists — 
even if they need them — 
and others do not know who 
else to turn to. 


Family doctors and preach- 


ers (even if they were quali- 
fied for pastoral counseling, 
which most are 
not) are 


overburdened with cases that 
are neither medical no reli- 
gious in nature, but simply 
human problems — of disap- 
pointment and frustration, of 
hurts that are beyond the 
reach of medicine or moral 
strictures 


As our 
society 
becomes 


more complex, more dense, 
more anonymous, more im- 
personal, there comes along 
with it a growing sense of 
alienation; people do not feel 
as related as they used to, as 
necessary, as personal. They 
feel that there is nobody to 
talk to, nobody wants to listen. 
True, the number of psychia- 
trists has gone up a hundred- 
fold, but the number who want 
to be listened to has multiplied 
a thousandfold. 


Most of these calls are a 


cry for help. But it should not 
be necessary to call a strange 
columnist in a strange city. 
Help should be where home is. 
But for many — too many — 
people, home is a place they 
have lost, or forgotten, or 
remember only with bitter- 
ness.

Is Expected to 
Remain in Race 


Political Mood 
Will Change After 
Death of Kennedy 


BY ROWLAND EVANS and 
ROBERT NOVAK 


WASHINGTON - 
Sen. Eu- 


gene McCarthy, tormented and 
anguished over the culpability 
of t h e American 
campaign 


process in the death of Robert 
F. Kennedy, will radically dilute 
but almost surely not stop his 
quest for the Presidency. 


In the first hours after Ken- 


nedy was struck down, McCar- 
thy told confidants of his new, 
unshakeable resolve to cam- 
paign the way he wanted to in 
the first place: without hoopla, 
without dealing in personalities, 
and — as much as possible — 
without organization. That such 
a change could lengthen still 
further the long odds against his 
taking the nomniation from Vice 
President H u b e r t Humphrey 
bothers McCarthy not at all. 


But garbled reports of McCar- 


thy's agony have been poured 
into the Washington rumor mill 
and emerged with this errone- 
ous product: McCarthy, say the 
rumors, feels a sense of guilt 
that his waspish, personal at- 
tacks on Kennedy in Oregon and 
California 
contributed to the 


murder; 
therefore, McCarthy 


will drop out of the Presidential 
race. 


In fact, since the shooting. 


McCarthy has not told anybody 
he definitely will stay in the 
race 
The day that Kennedy 


died. McCarthy retired with a 
close associate to a letreat in 
the Maryland countryside just 
outside Washington to talk a 
little and think a lot. 


But nobody 
close to him 


believes he will quit. McCarthy 
may be a prulnsopher-poet pre- 
ferring contemplation to action, 
but he is no guilt-ridden, self- 
doubting Hamlet. Rather, based 
on his conversations with his 
inner circle in the 24 hours after 
Kennedy was shot, this seems 
the nature of McCarthy's think- 
ing 


Back 
in snow-covered New 


Hampshire last winter, McCar- 
thy feels, the campaign was 
squarely on the issues — Viet- 
nam, 
domestic unrest, President 


Johnson's leadership. Lacking 
any reputation there, McCarthy | 
nevertheless scored a 
moral 


victory. 


But McCarthy feels, this issue- 


oriented victory disappeared in- 
to the politics of personality 
when Kennedy entered the con- 
test after New Hampshire. Al- 
though McCarthy believes he 
trounced Mr 
Johnson in the 


Wisconsin primary largely on 
President's dropping out of the 
the issues, he feels that the 
race obscured that outcome and 
further personalized the cam- 


Since 
then, 
in McCarthy's 


view, there has been endless 
talk among press and politicians 
of delegate counts, media spend- 
ing, 
and organizational struc- 


ture What is worst to McCarthy 
is that, after losing to Kennedy 
in Indiana and Nebraska, he 
also joined the game. 


Though 
still amorphous by 


conventional standards, McCar- 
thy's campaign took on a more 
professional gloss (including a 
new strong man, the shrewd 
and competent Washington law- 
yer, Tom Fmney). McCarthy 
dealt far more in personality, 
using his stinging wit freely 
against Kennedy. Thus, in Mc- 
Carthy's mind, he now shared in 
the general culpability for the 
insane state of American poli- 
tics. 


The effort succeeded brilliant- 


ly with a win in Oregon and a 
close second in California, more 
than 15 percentage points higher 
polls. But to McCarthy, the 
result was escalation 
of the 


super-heated, 
irrational 
atmo- 


sphere 
conducive to a mad 


young man in Los Angeles firing 
point-blank at Robert Kennedy. 


Thus, 
although 
McCarthy's 


closest political associates are 
sure he will continue his cam- 
paign, they have been informed 
unequivocally that things will be 
different. The cotton-candy at- 
mosphere of Oregon and Cali- 
fornia 
where 
McCarthy, 
the 


poet-philosopher, gibed at Bobby 
Kennedy's dog, Freckles, will 
not reappear. 


It is doubtful if McCarthy will 


campaign at all for New York's 
primary on June 18 where 123 
delegate candidates pledged to 
him will battle slates pledged to 
Kennedy and Humphrey. Nor is 
it likely that McCarthy will 
engage in political horsetradinj 
with party pros who backec 
Kennedy and now w o n d e r 
whether to jump to McCarthy 
or to Humphrey. 


Thus, based or. the structures 


of conventional politics, McCar 
thy will be even less satisfacto 
ry to the Democratic establish 
ment today than he was befon 
Kennedy's assassination. In an 
entertainment 
oriented societj 


where s t y l e outweighs sub 
stance, McCarthy's 
effort 
t 


depersonalize and desensationa 
ize politics seems futile. But th 
political mood after the Kenne 
dy tragedy is smoky and shape- 
less, and, just possibly, appro- 
priate to Gene McCarthy's ap- 
peal.

THE CHALLENGE AND THE RESPONSE 


The past year continued the trends of recent years. 
Most significant of these were rapid advancements in 
medical science and technology.

Naturally, all these elements combined to increase the 
cost of health care. 


HOW IS BLUE CROSS DIFFERENT? 


Blue Cross is a unique approach to practical hospital 
expense protection. Almost three decades have passed 
since Blue Cross was established by a special act of the 
legislature. 
A new generation has grown up since 


that time, probably unaware of the circumstances which 
brought Blue Cross into existence, and perhaps not 
realizing what Blue Cross means to the health of 
Wisconsin people.

GOVERNMENTAL PROGRAMS 


Blue Cross acts as an administrative agent for Medicare 
and Medicaid ... paying claims, dealing with hospitals, 
nursing homes and other providers of health care. By 
using existing systems and the know-how of experi- 
enced Blue Cross people, it has been possible to im- 
plement these broad-benefit governmental programs 
with minimum cost and maximum efficiency. 


ASSOCIATION STANDARDS 


To qualify for use of the Blue Cross seal, a Plan must 
annually meet standards established by the American 
Hospital Association.
